John Bright on America. 


[ToutTi's Companion.} 


John Bright,' the- famous English 


statesman and reformer, - hit 
alw»ya 


proved himself an ardent and coutagaoni 
friend of the United States. Bestow 
bravely by us throughout the long perioc 
of our Civil War; and in the days that 
seemed darkest to.tie .Union, he never 
failed to utter the most earnest hope anc 
belief in its final triumph. Many times, 
m parliament, he has'favorably compared 
our institutions with those of his own 
country, and has urged -the English to 
it'llow our example, and he has dene thia 
knowing that he would -arouse the pride 
of .his countrymen, and bring down then; 
sneets upon him. 


Mr Bright has once more, recently, giv- 


en eloquent testimony to his faith in and 
admiration o£ the-United States, by call- 
ing the attcntion-of Englishmen to many 
features of American politics and society. 
J It- aiil not hesitate to draw a parallel 
Ik'twwn many aspects of our condition 
and tlnu »f England, to the-disadvantage 
ot the latter; and this from a sincere de- 
sue, not to Jcritle his countrymen, but 
to improve auJ better them. 


He pointed out how vast is pur terri- 


tory, showing that the single' State of 
Texas is larger than all Germany, Aus- 
tria, or France, and that the three States 
und Territories of California, Dakota, and 
Montana are each larger than Great 
Britain and Ireland united. Yet, while 
the standing armies of these Eropean na- 
tions are counted by hundreds of thou- 
eands, our own enormous territory is 
kept in order by a little force of twenty- 
thousand men. '.'Yet," he said "there is 
no country that is more universally re- 
spected throughout the whole globe,'or 
in whjch order is better maintained than 
the United States of America." 


Mr. Bright predicted that men still in 


the prime of life would yet see our pop- 
ulation reach 100,000,000; and he point- 
ed to the important *act that the emi- 
gration which so much increases out 
numbers, Is in consecruenco of "the fool- 
ishness of European governments." Rus- 
sian intolerance, the German military 
system, and the British land monopoly 
are sending thousand* to ihis country to 
fill up and utilize its vast area. ' 


Mr, Bright spoke also of the eighty 


jiousand miles of railway Jn this coun- 
try, and the great effort to abolish sla- 
very—"a crime," as he said, "not the off- 
spring of Republican institutions, but of 
colonial and monarchial times." He de- 
clared that our Government is worthy of 
our confidence, that we are wise in mak- 
ng no political treaties, and that we are 
lappy in having no State church to 
'bolater up the State." 


Such testimony, from such a source, is 


well worth having, and is worth reflect- 
ng upon. Mr. Bright's picture of our 
condition and our prospects is a glowing 
one; ami iliv-0 °WV> '>.;<. i>.u^...(«.•&• 
nal foiebodmj^anil to self-depreciation 
may le.iru a leison of encouragement and 
lope from a judgment so frankly deliv- 
red and a prophecy so flattering.

The anti-vaccinationistb in this 


country are not numerous, much 
noiae as they make is England, but 
undoubtedly we have'a considerable 
number who tbjnk that, the prntice 
which followed the great discovory 
of Jenner is a mistaken one; and this 
opinion may be practically, a mis- 
chievous one. The eminent Dr. 
Carpenter has written to the London 
Tiine-t a strong letter, in which he 
gives the result of his own observa 
tions during n period of a century. 
He holds that the present doubts 
concerning the efficacy of vaccina- 
tion are dne to three causes: First, 
the entire ignorance of the present 
generation, save the few who have, 
specially studied the medical history 
of the last century, as to the ravages

ettggeraiei-ilaims to complete pro- 
tection, originally advanced by the 
advocates of vaccination;'and,'third, 
strangely illogical idea by which the 
anti vaccinationists of the present 
time axepofsesaed, that what -is not 
complete protection is, no'-prolecticn 
at all. Those opposed to vaccina.- 
tion, Dr. Carpenter says, are bound 
to account for the broad fact that 
though at least ninete/m-twentieths 
of the British population have never 
hjtd the small-pokih its mildest-fcttn, 
the number*wh6*BnffeE4n the sever- 
est small-pot epidemics of modern
